HISTORICAL SKETCH. 


Thou shalt remember all the way which the Lord thy God led thee.— 
Deut. viii. 2. 


‘ 
N the evening of the Sth of June, 1842, several 
members of Orthodox churches, residing in West 
Crunbridge, now Arlington, and its vicinity, met 

at the residence of Miss Anna Bradshaw, for religious 

worship. Rev. Dr. Albro, of Csunbridge, was present 
wud addressed the meeting. It was at this time 
determined to establish a weekly aneeting, for 
conference and prayer. 

On the 10th day of the following July, the Rey. 


Hubbard) Winslow, of the Bowdoin Street Church, 


Boston, preached vader a large tent, erected upon the 
vrounds of Miss Anna Bracdsleuv for the celebration 
of our national independence. At the close of this 
service, an appointinent was made for preaching ou 
the ensuing Sabbath, at the house of Miss Bradshaw. 

The First’ Baptist Society of West) Cambridge, 
kindly offered this litthe company of worshipers the 
use of their Meeting-house, which was accepted four 
Sabbath eventnes ; after which, a Tall was used as a 
place of worship. 

November 20, a meeting was held at the house of 
Mr. Ik. Re. Walker, to consider the expediency of 
forming a church. Reve Dro Albro was Chairman, 
und Rev. A. R. Baker, Secretary. After prayer, and 


au free and full discussion. if was unanimously voted,

that it is expedient to organize an Orthodox 


Congregational Church ino West) Cambridge. A 


committee was appointed to prepare a Confession of 


Faith and Covenant. At a subsequent meeting, the 
Confession of Faith and Church Covenant. were 
unanimously adopted, subject to the approval of au 
Reclesiustical Council. A) Committee was chosen to 
call a Council to organize the Church. 

On the Mth day of December, 182, a Council for 
the foregoing purpose, assembled in * Bethel Tbh ;” 
of which the Rev. Mr. Bennett, of Woburn, was 
Moderator, and Rev. Mr. Baker, of Medford, was 
Scribe, The Articles of Faith and the Church 
Covenant, and also the testimonials of the Christian 
character and standing of the individuals proposing to 
be gathered into the Church, were submitted to the 
Council, nicl wpproved, AN yote to Organize the 
Church was passed. “Phe public services were held) on 
the afternoon of the same diay, in the Baptist Church. 
The original members of the Church numbered 
thirty-cieht. 

Phe Orthodox Congregational Society” was 


organized January 2d, 1845, %* for the purpose of 


Huuntaining the gospel, as understood by those who 


worship with the evangelical denominations.” 


In July PS44, hin consideration of the cause of

evangelical truth,” Miss Anna Bradshaw gave a lot 
of land to the Orthodox Congregational Chureh and 
Society. This land was given ** for asite for oa 
Meeting-house for said Church and Society aud for no 


other purpose.” ‘The  Meeting-house was — built 
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lmediately and in the following November, was 
dedicuted to the service of Crod. In 1s8o7 it) was 
| repaired and enlarged atoan expense equaling its 
| original cost. 
| fn August, 1867, Miss Bradshaw being cighty-two 
| years of age, conveyed to the Society in fee simple 
| her homestead estate on Pleasant Street, consisting of 
- about two acres of land with buildings thereon.” “Phe 
Society aecepted the conveyance and in cousiderntion 
thereof paid Miss Bradshaw $775, and agreed to pay 
| her $150 cach year so long as she should live. She 
died November 30, 1860, aged Sd. ‘This land was 
then divided into five lols, a narrow court running inte 
the land being widened into the present Maple Street. 
hour of these lots were in due time sold, and upon the 
| renuuning lot the present parsouage of the Society was 


erected. 
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PASTORS. 


Rev. Francis Tlomron was the. tirst pastor, Mr. 
Hlorton was born in’ Boston, Mass., November 20th, 
1803. United with the Church in 1820. Graduated 
from Brown University in P828.) December 2d, 182%, 
he was ordained at) Dartmouth, Mass., where he 
preached two years. Tle was installed at) West 
Brooktield, August 1oth, E832. ‘Phere he remained 
len years. May T7th, IShS he was installed as pastor 
of the Chureh in West Cambridge, in which charge he 
remained eleven years, being dismissed March 29th, 
ISod. During Mr. Tlorton’s pastorate 93> were 
admitted to the Church. dle went to Barrington in 
ISo6, preaching there till his death. Tis last sermon 
was preached March Sd, i872 and his death occurred 
on the Pth of that month. 
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Rev. Danren R. Capy, D. Do. was installed the 
second pastor, Pebruary Pith, Pso6. 0 Dr. Cady was 
born in Malta, Saratoga County, N. Y¥., October sth, 
P8135. 00 Ciraduated oat) Williuns College in Ta85e, 
During his senior year he united with the College 
Church. Ife studied Iaw with Judge Curtis in 
Western N. Y., and was his partuer for two years. 
In othe midst) of a large practice his mind was 
coustantly turning towards the work of the ministry. 
At leneth he sought it. Tle graduated at Andover tn 
Isto, was ordained and installed at} Ruthuid, Mass.. 
in the following October, and reuiined pastor there 
four years. In Nov., P8f9, he was iustalled over the 
Congregational Church ino Westhore’. In February 
PSo6, after cm illness of fifteen anonths, he was 
distnissed and came to West Cambridge. “Phe 
Honorary degree of D. De was conferred upou tina by 
Willisuus College in L870. 

Dre Cady held) inany important positions in 
connection with the work of our denomination. 
Ile was ai director in’ the Aimerican lducational 
Society; one of the lxecutive Committee of the 
Massachusetts Plome Missionary Society; served on 
the Board of Managers of the old) Massachusetts 
Sabbath School Society, and then took the same 
oflice when the Congregational Publishing Society 
Was organized, 

Ile was dismissed from the pastorate of this Church 
June 20th, W877, and returned to Westboro’ Cora home. 
Ile dicd May U7th, 879. Phere were achuitted to the 
Church during Dr. Cady’s pastorate, 201. 
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Rev. J. Lewts Merrie was installed pastor of the 

Church, January Sd, 1878. Mr. Merrill was born in

I. KlGllis OF Tle CHURCH. 


This Church regards the Scriptures as the only 
infallible guide in anatters of Chuareh order snd 
discipline ; andl is, therefore, so far as relites to its 
Internal organization and the regulation of its atfairs, 
independent, and sinenable to no other ecclesiastical 
body, except by its own consent, and in’ accordance 
With established Congregational principles, With 
these exceptions, it controls the ndinission, discipline, 
and removal of its members, according to its own 


understanding of the Word of Crod,

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If. CONNECTION WEETE OTILER CILURCIIES. 


This Church will extend to other Evanyelical 
Congregational Churches, and receive trom them, that 


fellowship, advice, and assistiuce, which the tuws of 
Christ require. Tt will extend the usual rights of 


communion, and practice the usual transfer of 


members, according to its conviction of duty. It 
holds itself bound to regard the decisions of Mutual 
Councils, aud to seek the promotton of peace with all 


the Churches of our Lord Jesus Clirist. 


ttl. ADMissfON OF MEMBERS. 


All persons uniting with this church, either by 
letter or pon profession of their faith, shill be publicly 
propounded before the congregation tt least two weeks 
before their admission Cexcept in special cases), sud 
shall in all cases previously meet the Pexamining 
Committee and be recommended by them.

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Vi. DISCIPLINE. 


I. The rule of discipline is the kuy of  Chirist 
recorded in Matt. xviii: Lo—17. 

2. Otfences subject to discipline are, unchiristian 
conduct, negleet of acknowledged religious duty, and 
avowed disbelief in the vital principles of the Gospel 
of Christ. 

3. In prevate offences, the offended one is, by a 
fraternal, prayerful conference, to seck a spiritual 
healing, and so toss eae a brother.” bailing in this, 
let him ** take one or more,” and again strive to exert 
tt loving, paticut, healing power, which shall soften 
and subdue, and avert the necessity of resorting to 
the law and the penalty of a church trial. 

4d. In pudlee offences, inasmuch as every Member 
suffers in the wrongs done to the church, every 
member cognizant of the same, shall be respousible 
for laboring in the spirit of Christ, to bring the 
offender to repentance, or, in failure of success, for 
conmmunicating the case to the church, 

o ‘The presentation of complaints shall in all cases 
be first made to the Examining Comittee, who stieall 
upon sufficient cause, prefer charges before the whole 
chureh. In cuse the committee refuse to do so the 
complainant may, if he insists on the charges, present 
his complaint in person to the chureh, 

6. ‘The methods of censure are, private reproof, 
suspension from church privileges, aud excommunica- 


tion. 
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7 An excommunicated person cannot return to 
the church except upon profession of faith in Christ. 


Vil. OFFICERS AND COMMILPEEES. 


1. ‘The permanent officers of this church shall be a 
Pastor and two or more Deacons, Phe other oflicers 
shall bea Clerk, Treasurer, aud Auditor (all of whoin 
shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting). and 
the Superintendent of the Sabbath School, 

2. The Deacons shall aid) the Pastor in the 


celebration of the Lord’s Supper; shall take the 


charge of the communion service and of providing for 


the communion table; shall have the oversight of the 
poor quembers for visitation and relief. and shall 
assist the Pastor generally in the spiritual care of the 
congregation, 

3. The Examining or Standing Comittee shall 
Consist of the pastor, deacons, clerk and two other 
brethren of the chureh. It shall be their uty to 
provide for the examination of all candidates for 
admission to the church; to advise respecting objects 


to be presented for benevolent contributions ; to bring 


before the chureh such cases and amensures of 


discipline as shajl be necessary, and to conduct any 
other business that may be referred to it by the church. 

4.0 Tt shall be the duty of the Clerk to Keep distinct 
wd full minutes of all the business transactions of the 
church; a record of all) receptions, dismissions ani 


deaths of members; of all baptisins, both of infants 
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wnd adults; of all) non-resident members of this 
church, with the length of time they have been absent ; 
and he shall make a fall written report of all these 
matters at the anmualimeeting of the church. Te shall 
tlso net as clerk of the Standing Committee ; he shall 
conduct the Correspondence of the church; shall issue 
letters of disimission and) recommendation. im wecor- 
dhince with its rules; shall hive charge of its archives, 
and shall prepare and Keep a proper catalogue ane 
index Of all its members, 

&. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to take 
charge of all inoney contributed: for the expenses aid 
poor of the church, and to disburse it under the 
direction of the Standing Committee; to receive and 
pay over to the proper ollicers all Honey contributed 


by the congregation to chavituhle objects, and to mike 


at the anmdal mecting a written aad detailed: report of 


all receipts and payments, sud so far as possible of the 
entire chivities of the congregation, which report shall 
he audited by the auditor. 

6. The Superintendent of the Sabbath School is au 
oflicer of this church, and the choice of the school is 


not valid till approved by vote of the church, 
Vil, SPANDING RULES, 


1. All meetings for business shall be opened with 
prayer, ° 

2, All members of the church, male and female, 
shall have a vote in all matters coming before the 


church, ane Possess equi rights i it. 
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3. A meeting for the choice of officers and 
committees, and for other business, shall be held 
annually in the mouth of Janusgry. At this meeting 
the records of the last year shall be read, the catalogue 
of inembers revised, and accounts presented by the 
treasurer of all monies reecived, expended, or held ly 
him on behalf of the church, during the vear. A 
report shall also be prescuted by the clerk, 

4.0 ‘Phe annual and other regubkir qieetings of the 
Church, for the transaction of business, shall be 
smnounced from the pulpit on the preceding Sabbath. 

Oo. Business may be transacted at any reguku 
meeting of — the chureh. But no business of 
Importance shall be transacted at any church meeting 
Unless notice has been given from the pulpit on the 
previous Sabbath.
